dustry.

In his state of the union mes 


sage to congress yesterday Mr 
Truman seemed very careful no' 
to anger anyone very much aboui 
his domestic program 


Far Less Aggressive 


The whole tone of what he said 


on domestic affans was far less 
aggressive than his state of the 
union speech in other years 


His Trumanite Democrats in 


Digress are outnumbered by the 
Republicans and southern Demo- 
crats, any time they team up. 


The Republicans are his biggest 


huidle on foreign affairs 
He'll 


need to woo the southerners, or at 
least not push them away from 
him 


He infuriated them in 
other 


years when he plugged for his 


rignts program: an anti- 


Ijjnching law, abolition of the poll 
<xx, and a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission (FEPC). 


In his state of the union mes- 


sage last year Mr Truman said. 
"I again urge the congress to 
enact the civil rights proposals I 
made in February, 1948 " 


Treds Carefully 


This time neither "urge" or 


"civil rights" appeared m his 
apeech. He made oblique refer- 
«ce to the subject m a 
single 


sentence: "We must assure equal 
rights and equal apportunities to 
all our citizens " 


The Taft-Hartley labor law, ever 


since the 
Republican-controlled 


congress passed it in 1947, has 
been a sore point in 
congress, 


busting it wide open. 


A promise to wipe it out was one 


of the main points m Mr. Truman's 
campaign for the presidency in 
V&8 Ever since he has urged its 
repeal 


Last year in his state of the 


union message he called T-H a 
"punitive" labor law and called on 
congress to repeal it. 
Congress 


didnt. 


This time Mr 
Truman said 


action is needed to improve "our

Social Security Improvement 
Last year 'Mr. Truman asked

Urbana—Lower prices for milk, 


higher consumer Incomes and dif- 
ferentials 
between store prices 


and home-delivered 
prices 
are 


three reasons why Illinois folks 
are drinking more milk than east- 
erners. 


That's the explanation given to- 


day by R. W. Bartlett and W. E 
Collins, milk marketing 
special- 


ists in the Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture 
They found, in compar- 


ing milk consumption in 10 Illinois 
cities with 11 eastern big city mar- 
kets, that w« drank 8/10 pint per 
day m 1949 compared with just 
under ^ pint for people in the 
east. 


45 Percent Increase 


Moreover, our consumption went 


up 45 percent from 1940 to 1949, 
but theirs rose only 23 percent, or 
half as much. 


First reason for these 
differ- 


ences, the two men say, is that 
store and home-delivered prices 
were 2 to 3 cents higher per quart 
in 1949 in the east than in Illi- 
nois. 


Then, too, per person income for 


the 7,250,000 people in the 10 Illi- 
nois markets went up 138 percent 
from 1940 to 1949. But it rose 
only 110 per cent in the 11 eastern 
markets. 


Prices Down 


Finally all eight Illinois mar- 


kets with no store differential in 
1945 reduced store prices two cents 
a 
quart 
below 
home-delivered 


prices sometime between 1945 and 
1949. 
Pec person sales in these 


eight markets went up 15 percent 
during that time. 


Store sale of milk at a 2-cent 


differential is the direct result of 
Supreme Court decisions permit-

Time to Call Again on Spirit of '76 


The shot that touched off the American Revolution was 


-heard around the world. When our great experiment in 
liberty and democracy began, it gave heart to peoples yearn- 
ing for freedom in many places. 


Fledgling America, a mere infant shaky on its feet, was 


the spiritual spring of a great movement that spread to 
lands already old and weary as the world measures times. 


The sources of spiritual force which fed'a world rebellion 


are still within the American people. That strength made 
itself felt again in the nearly disruptive Civil war. President 
Abraham Lincoln was the symbol of our determination not 
to let this country be torn in two with perhaps fatal results 
for its great endeavor in human betterment. 


For a long time after that, the country was fairly free to 


concentrate on building its internal and external economic 
strength. But it had to call upon that same spiritual reserve 
to battle its way through recurring business panics which in- 
terrupted its amazing growth to industrial power. 


By 1900 we had become so strong economically that we 


were making serious inroads into Britain's global power. 
Soon WE, not the British, were the greatest nation on earth. 
Through two world wars we have risen to even higher emi- 
nence among nations. 


Through all this time we have been continuously revered 


by free men everywhere as the very heartland of liberty. Put 
to the test in history's biggest wars, we have showed again 
and again that strength still flows from the spiritual spring 
which nourished our auspicious beginning. 


Now we are confronting a crisis which many wise men 


say is the greatest we have ever had to meet. There can be 
no question that the demands this struggle will put upon us 
are tremendous. But is there any among us who doubts we 
can shoulder these new burdens with the moral courage that 
is our national heritage? 


If there is, let him recall Valley Forge, the Battle of Ap- 


pomattox, Chateau Thierry and Belleau Wood, the Great 
Depression, Tarawa, Guadalcanal, the beaches of Normandy. 


Like any free people, we Americans do not at all stages 


in our history have the fullest information and the best 
counsel we need for making our basic decisions. Our leaders 
make mistakes, of course. But so do we as a people. These 
errors are inevitable in the imperfect democratic process. 


But our history is replete with examples that when we 


understand all the vital facts of a situation, and when we 
have weighed all the issues and the varying counsels that 
have been thrown into the scales, we align ourselves on the 
side of justice and freedom. We then tap our deep spiritual 
resources and muster the strength to act in accord with our 
decisions. 


At this moment in America's life, the need is for com- 


plete information and expert counsel. Every scrap of knowl- 
edge and guidance that contributes to our understanding of 
the world dilemma should be widely broadcast to the people 
If that is done, there need be no worry how they will act. 


Take Time to Think It Through 


America's military men, whose views ought to be bulk- 


ing fairly large in any debate about this country's future 
security, are being pretty well drowned out by louder voices 
from Capitol Hill. 


Much is being made outside the Pentagon of the value 


of our air force in protecting us against a hostile Communist 
world. Presumably the advocates of this "armed isolation' 
want us to have the very finest jet fighters.

he would let the fliers die and 
serve the union. After prolonged

JACOBY ON CANASTA 


Plan to Get Discard Pile 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


A young married couple, fnends 


of mine, recently asked me to tell 
them why they lost at Canasta. I 
asked them what their principal 
trouble was, and they replied "Al- 
most every time the discard pile 
gets big, we find ourselves giving 
it to the opponents." 


II you happen to have the same 


trouble, better not say too much 
about it. It isn't bad luck; it's bad 
play. 


Of course, it must be admitted 


that even the best canasta players 
must occasionally give away a big 
discard pile. But they don't give 
away very many; and they pick up 
many more large pile than they 
give away. 


The reason for this is that a 


good canasta player is always, 
thinking ahead. When the discard 
pile is small he considers the pos- 
sibility that it may grow large, 
and he plans to have a satisfac- 
tory course of action if that hap- 
pens. 


There are three satisfactory 


courses. One is to get the pile. The 
next is to go out and get the hand 
over with. The third is to play 
safely right to the end of the hand 
so that nobody gets the pile. 


Long before the discard pile na> 


reached a dangerous size, the ex- 
pert has shaped his hand in such a 
way as to have one of these three 
courses of action open to him 


When your opponents hold more 


cards than you, they must have a 
better chance to play safe. In such 
situations, you do not fight for 
the pile when it is small. Instead, 
you concentrate on building your 
hand to meld out. 


With good luck, you will go out 


before anything happens. With 
bad luck, you will still go out be- 
fore you are completely ruined. 
However, if you start to fight an 
uphill battle and lose it, you will 
lose the whole game at the same 
time. 


You're not worried about the 


number of cards in anybody's hand 
at the start of a deal, because 
everybody haa the same number of

Bigger state treasury outlays to 
Illinois grade and high schools last 
year meant higher pay for teach- 
ers, new educational programs 
and more equipment, the state 
division of reports said today. 


Local property taxes were re- 


duced in a few cases, it said. 


The legislature and Governor 


Stevenson in 1949 approved $100,- 
319,000 in general school help for 
the two years ending June 30, 


thereby boosting overall grants 
nearly 50 percent. 


Survey 40 Counties 


The division made a survey on 


effects 
through 
county 
school 


superintendents and the Chicago 
board of education. Data was re- 
ceived from 40 counties. 


In Chicago, the survey 
found 


13,000 teachers got salary boosts 
averaging 7% percent, and smaller 
classes. Local taxes for schools 
were reduced by $3,000,000. 


Downstate, the division 
said, 


some school districts for the first 
time hired school nurses, band 
instructors and teachers specializ- 
ing in music, physical education, 
speech correction, vocational agri- 
culture and arts and crafts. 


Many 
hired 
fully 
qualified 


teachers to replace low-pay emer- 
gency teachers, and cut down 
pupil loads, the report added. 


Some schools that 
previously 


diverted tax income for building 
to help meet educational expenses 
were enabled to end the practice 
without any setback in instruction 
programs. 
The survey showed 


this permitted a step up in repair 
and maintenance activity, includ- 
ing first outside paint jobs in 20 
years on rural schools in Jersey 
county. 


Schools did not benefit uniform- 


ly, because 
state grants 
are 


distributed under a legislative 
formula favoring poorer areas.

25.

found stuffed into two suitcases 


last Dec. 4 in two lockers in tffe 
Long Island railroad station. An 
autopsy showed that Miss Martin 
died from strangulation. 


Donofrio was booked 4n a homi- 


cide charge and was to be arraign- 
ed later today. No motive for the 
slaying was announced by of- 
ficials.

Saugerties postmaster, had lived 
with Donofrio here and in Albany,

Korea. The U. S. wajits the U. N. 
first to brand the Peiping regime 
as aggressor, and with this as a 
basis to proceed to sanctions-eco- 
nomic, diplomatic or military. 


Both 
European 
and 
Asiatic 


members of the U. N. have been 
studying the American idea warily 
and 
unhappily — France 
and 


Britain among them. Britain has 
been taking refuge in the argu- 
ment that 
the 
non-Communist 


countries can't label Communist 
China as an aggressor until the 
U. N. fails in its attempts to 
achieve a cease-fire. 


Others Afraid, Too 


Other important members of the 


British commonwealth, now meet- 
ing- in London, also are afraid of 
adopting the American program 
on the grounds that it may involve 
them in war with Red China. One 
can understand those fears, for 
Russian-backed Communist China, 
with its millions of fighting men, 
is a formidable power. 


That's the problem the U. N., Is 


up against. It's very life may 
depend on arrival at a correct 
solution, for this is a crucial issue, 
just as was the Manchurian affair 
of '31—only much bigger and more 
dangerous.

Edward W. (Moose) Krause, 


famed Notre Dame 
basketball 


coach and athletic director, will be 
present at the Herb Jones-Bob 
Cahill testimonial banquet to be 
held on Jan. 18. "Moose," as he is 
called by his many friends, will 
also have his turn at saying a few 
words and possibly spinning a few 
yarns about his experiences while 
in the coaching profession. 


The banquet, which is sponsored 


by the Notre Dame Rock River 
Valley club and the Knights of 
Columbus, will pay tribute to the 
two Dixonites who have spent a 
combined total of 39 years in the 
Irish athletic department. Herb 
Jones has been business manager 
since his graduation in 1927 and 
Bob Cahill assumed the office of 
Irish ticket sales director in 1934. 


Coach Since '43 


"Moose" has held the reins as 


head basketball coach since 1943, 
and since that time the Irish have 
always traveled in the high cage 
circles and ranked as one of the 
top thirty cage teams in the na- 
tion. 


Plus team honors, at least one 


individual Irish eager won national 
recognition annually. Most recent 
of Moose's products was Kevin 
O'Shea, who in his sophomore and 
senior years was elected to the 
county's AU-American squad. 


Ftannie Curran, a former Ster- 


ling eager, played under Moose in 
1947 when Curran captained the 
Irish quintet. Curran is now head 
basketball and football coach at 
Alpina high school in Michigan. 


When Moose returned to the 


Notre Dame campus in 1942, he 
originally was appointed as assis- 
tant football coach, but took over 
the basketball duties when his 
successor died in February of 1943. 


Moose can easily be recognized 


from his associates because of his 
immense stature. He is six feet

three inches tall and 
weighs 


around 240 pounds. Some of his 
former players often like to tease 
the big easy going Moose about 
hia huge frame. 


Players Favorite Story 


The story is often told of how 


one day Moose and some of his 
players were weighing themselves 


on a public scale which told the 
person's weight by releasing a 
card, on which the weight and an 
individual's fortune was told. 


They say that Moose stepped on 


the scale, deposited his penny and 
received his card on which was 
marked, "one at a time, please." 


It was on Feb. 2, 1913, that 


Moose was born on Chicago's 
south side. At LaSalle high school 
Moose starred in football, basket- 
ball, track and baseball under 
coach 
Norman 
Barry, 
former 


Notre Dame star of the early 
1920s. 


He enrolled at Notre Dame in 


1930 and distinguished himself as 
one of the Irish's all-time greats. 
He earned letters in football, 
basketball and one track mono- 
gram in the javelin throw. 


On the gridiron he was pro- 


moted to the first string as a 
sophomore and held the position 
for three seasons. He was given 
considerable "All-Western and Ail- 
American recognition. In 1933 he 
played 521 minutes out of a pos- 
sible 540 minutes. 


Ail-American S Times 


On the hardwood, Moose estab- 


lished Notre Dame all-time records 
for scoring in a single game, a 
single season and three seasons. 
He made All-American in all three 
seasons when he played center for 
the Irish. To date he is the only 
Notre Dame athlete ever voted a 
trophy by the student body. 


After graduation 1934 he be- 


came head coach of all sports at 
St. Mary's college in Winona, 
Minn., where he remained for five 
years. Following his success there 
he went to Holy Cross as assistant 
football coach, returning to the 
Irish campus in 1942. 


Moose entered the Marines on 


Feb. 2, 1944| as a second lieuten- 
ant. He was discharged as a first 
lieutenant on Jan. 23, 1946, after 
spending 14 months on the Solo- 
mons and Philippine islands in the 
Pacific as an Air-Combat Intelli- 
gence officer with a Marine bomb- 
ing squadron- 


He is married and the father of 


three children, Edward Jr., Mary 
Elise and Phillip. His wife is the 
former Elizabeth Linden of Chi- 
cago.
